Upon  receiving  the  material,  he  called  me  and  recommended  sending  the  best 
coins  to  CAC,  resubmitting  some  coins  for  crossover  and  still  others  to  crack  out 
for  regrading  -  which  were  successful  on  all  fronts.  Even  though  the  price  of  gold 
plunged  $75  on  the  first  day  of  the  show,  the  estate  sold  for  a  good  percentage 
above  his  earlier  estimate  -  which  I  attribute  in  large  part  to  Richard’s  hard  work 
and  knowledge  of  the  coin  business.  HIS  COMMISSION  WAS  ONLY  10%  and  I 
received  the  full  six  figure  payment  three  days  after  the  sale.  From  start  to  finish, 
even  after  all  the  extra  grading,  the  whole  process  took  less  than  four  weeks.

Wednesday  July  10th  was  dealer  set-up  from  2PM  to 
7PM.  There  were  212  dealer  tables,  up  14  from  last 
summer.

We  will  not  be  selling  or  buying 
coins,  instead  we  will  be  giving  away  great  coins,  prizes  and  materials  to  all  YN’s  who  come  in  and  participate.  Look  for 
us  in  the  back  of  the  show,  next  to  the  “Gold  Panning  Booth.  We  will  be  there  Thursday  through  Saturday.  Of  course, 
we  will  also  have  our  YN  PROGRAM  and  the  BOY  SCOUT  PROGRAM  for  Saturday. 


Coins  are  all  about  history,  as  we  move  into  the  end  of  2013,  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  assassination  of  President  John 
F.  Kennedy  comes  up  on  November  23,  2013.  So  our  YN  article  this  issue  is  about  President  Kennedy  and  the  Kennedy 
Half  Dollar.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Ocean  County  Coin  Club  and  Mr.  Jim  Majoros,  of  Toms  River,  New  Jersey  for  allow¬ 
ing  me  to  use  their  material  to  write  this  article. 


President  John  F.  Kennedy,  the  youngest  man  ever  elected  to  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  was  assassinated 
in  Dallas,  Texas  on  Friday,  November  23,  1963.  The  time  was  12:30  p.m.  in  the  afternoon.  He  was  our  35th  President  the 
first  President  born  in  the  20th  century.  (May  29,  1917).  He  was  46  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  President  Kennedy 
was  a  Harvard  graduate  and  served  in  the  U.S.  Navy  as  a  PT.  Boat  Commander  (P.T.-109)  during  World  War  II.  He  was  elect¬ 
ed  to  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  in  1946  and  elected  again  as  the  Senator  from  Massachusetts  in  1952.  In  1957,  he 
was  awarded  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  Literature,  and  in  1960,  elected  as  President  of  the  United  States. 


President  Kennedy  was  tremendously  popular  and  the  half  dollar  coin  was,  in  a  small  way,  a  final  tribute.  On  March  5, 
1964,  26  million  “Kennedy”  half  dollars  were  delivered  to  the  Federal  Reserve  banks  throughout  the  United  States,  and 
it  was  nowhere  near  enough  to  meet  the  demand.  The  observe  of  the  coin  reflects  the  bust  of  President  Kennedy,  while 
the  reverse  of  the  coin  shows  an  American  Eagle  and  the  Presidential  Coast  of  Arms.  Banks  were  limiting  the  number 
of  coins  per  customer  due  to  the  large  number  of  people  forming  lines  outside  the  banks  waiting  to  get  in  and  purchase 
the  half  dollar.  Coin  collectors  and  non-coin  collectors  wanted  to  own  the  new  half  dollar. 


During  1964  there  was  a  national  coin  shortage  ,  the  price  of  silver  was  rising.  The  U.S.  Mint  could  not  meet  the  contin¬ 
ued  demand  for  the  90%  silver  Kennedy  half  of  1964.  To  solve  this  problem,  the  Mint  reduced  the  amount  of  silver  to 
40%  in  1965.  In  addition,  there  were  no  mint  marks  on  the  1965,  1966  and  1967  Kennedy  halves.  Even  the  40%  silver 
(Silver  Clad  Coinage)  half  dollars  were  short  lived,  with  production  lasting  only  through  1970.  The  1970D  Kennedy  was 
issued  in  mint  sets  only  and  consequently,  has  a  much  higher  value  than  those  issued  for  general  circulation. 

Starting  in  1971,  Kennedy  halves  contained  no  silver  and  were  minted  as  a  Copper  Nickel  Clad  coin.  This  has  contin¬ 
ued  to  date,  except  for  the  1976S  Silver  Clad  coin. 

During  the  Bicentennial  celebration  of  the  United  States  (1975-1976)  the  U.S.  Mint  made  a  change  to  the  reverse  of  the 
Kennedy  half.  An  open  contest  for  the  selection  of  a  suitable  design  for  the  reverse  of  the  half  held.  The  winning  entry 
featured  Philadelphia’s  Independence  Hall.  The  obverse  remained  the  same  except  for  the  dual  date  of  1776-1976.  This 
design  was  the  only  half  dollar  struck  in  1975  and  1976.  They  were  used  for  general  circulation,  uncirculated  sets  and 
proof  sets.  In  1977,  Kennedy  halves  were  again  minted  with  the  Eagle  and  Presidential  Coat  of  Arms  on  the  reverse. 

The  Kennedy  Half  also  has  its  error  and  varieties.  The  1974D  double  die  obverse  is  one  commanding  higher  prices  as 
are  the  1979S  and  the  1981S  proofs  with  the  clear  “S”  mintmark.  The  other  1979S  and  1 981 S  proofs  have  the  filled  “S” 
mintmark.  Kennedy  halves  have  been  around  for  a  half  century.  It  is  an  exciting  coin  to  collect  and  will  not  cost  too  much 
to  put  a  set  together.  Most  importantly,  remember  the  story  that  goes  with  the  coin.

Happy  autumn,  FUN  members!  As  I  sit  here  typing  it’s  about  90  degrees  in  central  Florida  and  the  humidity  is  still  sky 
high.  We’ve  been  promised  some  cooler  and  dryer  air  by  the  end  of  the  week,  and  I  hope  the  forecast  is  correct  this  time. 

I’m  taking  a  slightly  different  approach  to  my  article  for  this  issue.  I  want  to  give  you  as  many  details  about  the  FUN  show 
as  possible  to  help  you  plan  your  time  at  the  convention  and  navigate  the  convention  center  and  bourse  floor  area  with¬ 
out  hassles.  So,  below  is  all  the  news  that  I  hope  will  help  you,  and  I  look  forward  to  seeing  you  all  in  a  few  months! 

FUN  SHOW  LOCATION 

The  gigantic  January  show  is  rapidly  approaching!  Do  you  know  where  to  go  once  you  arrive  in  Orlando  at  the  Orange 
County  Convention  Center  (OCCC)  at  9800  International  Drive?  The  FUN  show  is  moving  from  our  previous  location  in 
the  North-South  Building  back  to  our  “old”  Hall  E  in  the  West  Building.  This  is  where  we  were  in  the  1990’s  and  early 
2000’s,  for  those  of  you  who  have  been  loyal  FUN  supporters  since  that  time.  As  you  face  the  West  Building,  Hall  E  is 
to  your  far  right  and  is  beside  the  Rosen  Plaza  Hotel.  And,  speaking  of  the  Rosen  Plaza  Hotel,  it  is  now  connected  to 
the  OCCC  with  a  covered  walkway,  just  as  the  Rosen  Centre  is  also  connected.  The  Hyatt  is  convenient,  as  well,  across 
the  street.  The  Hyatt  was  formerly  the  Peabody,  but  was  bought  and  the  name  changed  as  of  October  1  of  this  year.  I 
hope  this  information  will  help  you  navigate  once  you  arrive  in  the  area. 

PARKING  FEES  &  SHUTTLE  BUSES 

Driving  instructions  are  posted  on  our  website  at  www.funtopics.com,  and  include  directions  into  the  parking  lot  for  the 
West  Building.  Turn  off  of  International  Drive  onto  either  Exhibit  Drive  or  Convention  Way  (between  the  Rosen  Hotels 
and  the  West  Building)  to  access  the  parking  lot.  Please  note  that  the  normal  parking  rate  is  $15/day,  but  FUN  has  nego¬ 
tiated  a  discounted  rate  of  $9/day.  Be  sure  to  tell  them  at  the  parking  gate  entrance  that  you  are  attending  the  FUN  con¬ 
vention  and  pay  the  reduced  rate.  When  the  parking  lot  behind  the  West  Building  is  full,  cars  will  be  sent  to  the  North- 
South  Building  parking  lot.  FUN  is  running  free  shuttle  bus  service  from  both  parking  lots  to  the  entrance  of  the  show  for 
your  convenience.  You  can  also  catch  the  shuttle  back  to  your  car  when  you  depart  for  the  day. 

If  you  park  behind  the  West  Building  and  prefer  to  walk,  you  can  enter  the  back  of  the  building  behind  Hall  C,  which  is  in 
the  center  of  the  building.  Ride  the  escalator  up  to  the  second  level,  walk  down  the  hallway  alongside  Hall  C,  then  come 
back  down  to  the  first  level  via  the  escalator.  Follow  the  signs  to  Hall  E. 

HERITAGE  AUCTION 

In  addition  to  the  monstrous  size  of  the  FUN  show,  you  will  definitely  want  to  check  out  the  auction  lots  being  offered  by  Heritage, 
FUN’s  official  auction  company.  You  can  pick  up  auction  catalogs  at  their  lot  viewing  room,  W230AB.  You  can  also  contact  them 
in  advance  or  check  their  website  at  www.HA.com  for  more  FUN  auction  details.  Their  advertising  is  currently  being  released 
and  the  Olsen  specimen  of  the  1913  Liberty  Nickel,  the  second  finest  of  only  five  known,  will  go  to  the  auction  block  during  FUN, 
as  well  as  Part  II  of  the  Eric  P.  Newman  collection.  Some  historically  significant  coins  will  be  sold  during  FUN  2014,  so  don’t  miss 
out!  You  can  bid  if  you  can’t  attend  the  convention.  Contact  Heritage  directly  for  details  at  1-800-872-6467. 

REGISTRATION 

There  is  no  pre-registration  for  the  public.  Admission  is  free,  but  once  you  arrive  at  the  FUN  convention  you  will  need  to 
go  to  the  Public  Registration  booths  and  pick  up  a  “HELLO”  badge  to  enter  the  show.  Dealers  with  tables  need  to  report 
to  the  Dealer  Registration  booths.  Your  photo  ID  information  will  be  filed  alphabetically  by  the  dealer’s  business  name. 
If  you  are  sharing  a  bourse  space  with  another  dealer,  all  information  is  filed  under  the  primary  dealer’s  business  name. 

HOTEL  RESERVATIONS 

Have  you  made  your  hotel  reservations?  If  not,  please  do  so  ASAP.  Some  of  our  initial  room  blocks  sold  out  early,  and 
we  were  able  to  secure  more  rooms.  However,  the  Surf  Expo  is  also  in  town  and  there  is  healthy  competition  for  hotel 
rooms  during  the  FUN  show  dates.  You  can  make  hotel  reservations  online  via  FUN’s  website,  or  you  can  make  them 
via  telephone  by  calling  1-800-282-6632.  This  is  a  Baltimore  housing  bureau,  but  they  do  service  the  FUN  shows,  too! 
Beware  of  anyone  who  calls  you  on  the  phone  to  solicit  a  hotel  reservation!  There  are  people  calling  from  the  Las 
Vegas  area  who  seem  to  have  acquired  a  thorough  list  of  coin  show  dealers.  They  offer  rooms  at  reduced  rates,  but  they 
generally  do  not  have  any  room  blocks  at  any  hotel  and  you  do  not  want  to  do  business  with  them  Never  give  them  a 
credit  card  number.  To  make  matters  more  confusing,  one  of  the  callers  this  year  says  her  name  is  “Cindy  ”  It's  not  me!

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ICTA  Update 


DEALERS  &  CLUBS  -  DOING  A  SHOW? 
MAKE  SURE  YOU’RE  COMPLETING  STATE 

FORMS  PROPERLY 

Inattention  to  Details  Can  Lead  to  Unexpected  Sales  &  Income  Taxes 

Over  the  years  I’ve  received  occasional  calls  from  dealers  who  have,  to  their  surprise  and  dismay,  unexpectedly  received 
a  tax  due  notice  from  a  state  where  they’ve  attended  a  coin  show.  Most  often  the  state  has  sent  a  letter  demanding  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  sales  tax  the  state  believes  the  dealer  owes  from  the  transactions  at  the  convention.  (Less  frequently  the 
states  may  send  a  notice  of  income  or  franchise  tax  due.)  This  even  includes  shows  held  in  states  that  have  a  sales/use 
tax  exemption  on  coin  and  precious  metals  products.  (Obviously,  if  there  is  no  such  exemption,  sales  tax  is  owed  on  all 
but  documented  wholesale  transactions.) 

When  you  take  a  table  at  a  show,  there  is  usually  some  kind  of  state  registration  that  is  required.  Often  it  takes  the  form 
of  a  temporary  business  license,  but  is  at  least  a  type  of  registration  for  collecting  sales  tax.  These  forms  are  for  any  type 
of  temporary  presence  in  the  state  such  as  a  show  or  convention,  and  are  not  geared  specifically  for  the  coin  business. 
They  apply  to  any  type  of  industry  that  may  hold  a  convention  there.  So  when  you  fill  out  the  form,  make  sure  you  are 
checking  the  correct  (temporary  or  special  event)  box.  Otherwise  you  may  find  you  have  registered  as  a  resident  of  that 
state  and  will  be  subject  to  all  their  iaws  and  regulations. 

The  state’s  sales  tax  authority  doesn’t  know  if  you  made  taxable  or  exempt  sales  or  how  much  you  sold,  and  they  don’t 
necessarily  consider  any  exemption  that  may  exist.  It  is  up  to  the  dealer  to  fill  out  the  form  (sometimes  “remind”  the  state 
of  the  exemption),  and  submit  the  form  with  any  sales  taxes  due.  In  its  simplest  form,  you  would  indicate  the  gross  sales, 
deduct  exempt  sales  (such  as  wholesale  transactions  and  any  transactions  that  may  be  covered  by  the  state’s  exemp¬ 
tion  if  it  exists),  and  the  difference  between  those  gross  sales  and  exempt  sales,  if  any,  would  be  the  total  amount  sub¬ 
ject  to  sales  tax.  If  all  the  sales  are  tax-exempt,  your  bottom  line  tax  obligation  would  be  $0,  but  be  sure  to  have  appro¬ 
priate  documentation  on  file,  whether  resale  certificates  from  other  dealers  or  a  copy  of  the  state’s  law  covering  the 
exempt  products.  Be  sure  all  the  products  you  sell  fall  within  the  state  exemption!  For  example,  some  states  do  exempt 
collectible  paper  money,  but  most  do  not. 

We  usually  recommend  the  dealer  have  his/her  accountant  or  other  competent  person  fill  out  these  forms  as  you  want 
to  be  very  certain  the  forms  are  filled  out  correctly.  This  is  a  case  where  an  ounce  of  legitimate  prevention  will  be  worth 
many  pounds  of  attempting  a  cure.

CLUBS  HAVE  TO  FOLLOW  THE  LAW  TOO! 

We  recently  had  a  call  from  someone  representing  a  club  that  received  a  notice  from  the  state  asking  about  their  gross 
sales.  Being  honest  folks  and  not  realizing  they  would  have  any  tax  obligation,  someone  from  the  club  filled  out  how 
much  they  had  taken  in  re  sales  of  the  club’s  medallions.  Perhaps  if  it  had  been  presented  as  a  donation  to  the  non-prof¬ 
it  club  as  a  donation  and  in  return  the  “donor”  received  a  free  club  medal,  it  is  possible  there  would  have  been  no  tax  con¬ 
sequences.  However,  apparently  the  form  was  sent  to  the  state  indicating  merely  a  gross  sales  figure.  Therefore,  even 
though  the  state  had  a  pretty  extensive  sales  tax  exemption  on  coin  and  precious  metals  products,  the  exemption  did  not 
extend  to  base  metal  medallions.  The  club  got  a  bill  from  the  state  for  sales  tax  due.  They  believed  their  non-profit  sta¬ 
tus  protected  them  from  the  tax.  However,  whether  or  not  that  is  true  I  don’t  know  but,  when  questioned,  the  club  repre¬ 
sentative  who  spoke  with  me  indicated  that  the  club  had  not  been  formed  as  an  “official”  non-profit  company  such  as  a 
501(c)(3). 

It  is  important  for  club  officers  to  recognize  that  even  when  officially  non-profit,  there  are  certain  circumstances  -  such  as 
receipt  of  non-dues  revenue  -  where  they  will  owe  sales  and  perhaps  other  taxes.  All  clubs  must  be  sure  they  are  fol- 
owmg  the  law  in  every  state  where  they  may  have  a  show  presence.  If  your  club  doesn’t  have  a  knowledgeable  account¬ 
ant  or  other  similar  professional  from  whom  to  get  guidance  (preferably  BEFORE  the  show),  I  strongly  recommend  to  all 

clubs  to  have  such  an  advisor.

How  did  the  state  know  that  the  club  had  a  table  at  the  show?  Increasingly  show  promoters  are  being  required  by  the 
states  to  provide  a  list  of  table  holders.  You  would  have  to  check  with  the  show  promoter  if  that  is  true  for  any  show 
where  the  club  may  have  even  a  comp  table.  The  tax  status  is  not  part  of  the  list.  Every  once  in  a  while  even  ICTA  has 
received  such  state  forms  and  we  have  found  that  merely  filling  in  that  we  are  a  501(c)(6)  and  made  no  sales  is  suffi¬ 
cient.  We  are  allowed  to  collect  member  dues  as  a  non-taxable  event. 

Always  ask  the  show  promoter  (such  as  FUN,  ANA,  CSNS  and  others)  about  any  other  regulatory  issues  that  may  impact 
your  organization.  Do  not  expect  that  your  club  status  will  keep  you  “below  the  radar”  of  state  laws. 

Please  remember  that  I  am  neither  an  accountant  nor  attorney,  and  this  information  is  intended  primarily  to  give  you  a 
heads  up  on  an  issue  that  may  affect  you.  For  specific  advice  you  need  to  consult  with  a  professional  tax  advisor. 

FREE  AML/CASH  REPORTING  SEMINAR  TO  BE  HELD  AT  FUN  SHOW 
Retired  IRS  CID  Special  Agent  Ray  Gregson  to  Give  Latest  Updates 

Each  year  ICTA  has  a  seminar  on  cash  reporting  and  anti-money  laundering  at  the  FUN  Show  on  Wednesday,  January 
8,  2014  at  11  AM,  before  the  bourse  floor  opens,  that  is  free  and  open  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  attend.  It  will  be  held  in 
a  room  at  the  convention  center.  We  don’t  have  a  room  assignment  just  yet,  so  check  the  FUN  Show  calendar  of  events. 
We  expect  the  room  to  be  reasonably  near  the  entrance  to  the  bourse. 

We  will  have  a  new  feature  at  the  seminar  this  year:  The  “Know  It  All  Quiz.”  Ray  will  be  creating  a  brief  quiz  on 
certain  areas  of  Cash  Reporting  (IRS/FinCEN  form  8300)  and  Anti-Money  Laundering  where  he  finds  the  most  confusion 
as  he  performs  annual  AML  reviews.  The  quiz  will  be  distributed  to  you  as  you  sign  in  for  the  seminar.  Ray  will  discuss 
the  answers  in  the  seminar,  but  you  don’t  have  to  show  anyone  your  answers  and  you  won’t  be  graded! 

CHASE  BANK  CLOSING  DEALER  BANK  ACCOUNTS 

October  21  -  By  the  time  this  reaches  you  we  may  have  more  information  on  this,  but  we  just  received  word  that  sever¬ 
al  dealers  who  bank  with  Chase  have  received  notices  from  the  bank  that  they  will  be  closing  their  accounts  in  30  days, 
and  the  dealers  should  make  alternative  banking  arrangements. 

We  don’t  yet  know  how  widespread  this  policy  is,  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  it  will  affect  dealers  nationwide.  Chase  may 
have  decided  that  having  coin  and  precious  metals  dealers’  accounts  is  a  risk  they  prefer  not  to  have  since  coin  and  pre¬ 
cious  metals  dealers  generally  handle  relatively  large  amounts  of  cash. 

If  you  bank  with  Chase,  do  NOT  contact  your  branch  about  this;  you  don’t  want  to  run  the  risk  of  creating  a  problem.  Just 
be  aware  that  this  may  happen,  and  now  is  a  good  time  to  be  sure  you  have  an  alternative  account  at  another  bank  just 
in  case.

My  name  is  Kathy  Freeland,  and  I  was  the  recipient  of  the  FUN  scholarship  for  a  class  at  ANA’s 
famous  Summer  Seminar.  I  had  chosen  Advanced  Military  Numismatics  before  I  even  wrote  the 
scholarship  application  because  I  had  research  to  conduct  and  writing  to  do  on  a  publication  that  will 
hopefully  be  coming  out  by  next  April!

a  purchase  worth  making,  especially  since  I  have  a  small  collection  of  odd  and  curious  money  from 
many  different  areas.  Now  to  do  research  and  find  out  about  it!  We  then  went  back  to  Colorado 
College  to  register  for  our  classes,  eat  the  great  lunch  provided  by  the  college,  and  visit  with  others 
at  Loomis  where  registration  takes  place.  Later  that  afternoon,  we  went  back  to  the  show  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  a  quick  MPC  minifest,  where  we  met  a  small  group  of  “Festers”  and  others  interested  in  the 
military  numismatic  aspect  of  collecting,  and  shared  information  about  ourselves,  our  hobbies,  and 
why  we  were  there.

Both  military  classes  are  run  a  little  differently  than  most  regular  classes  at  ANA  Summer  Seminar 
because  of  the  fact  that  they  are  actual  military  reenactments.  The  Advanced  class  is  even  more  dif¬ 
ferent,  because  1/2  of  the  time  is  spent  in  instruction,  while  the  other  half  is  designed  for  research. 
So. .  .on  Sunday  afternoon,  we  spent  time  talking  about  Joe’s  specialty  -  anything  Japanese!  Having 
recently  been  to  the  Memphis  International  Paper  Money  Show,  he  had  been  able  to  obtain  images 
of  the  “Japanese  Destiny  Collection”,  an  impressive  collection  of  paper  money  from  the  World  War  II 
Post-War  era.  The  red  shading  and  lettering  was  used  to  indicate  post-war,  most  notably  1946  as 
they  were  trying  to  issue  notes  to  control  inflation.  Below  are  a  couple  of  images  from  the  auction 
catalog  to  show  what  was  available! 


We  spent  an  enjoyable  afternoon  discussing  these  notes  and  looking  at  images  from  the  auction, 
along  with  discussing  specimen  stamps  from  this  time.  They  are  truly  an  historic  piece  of  World  War 
II  money,  and  offered  us  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  creation  of  money  in  another  culture. 
Tonight  began  the  work  on  our  book,  American  Red  Cross  in  World  War  II  Collector’s  Guide.  I  worked 
on  the  history  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  began  to  look  at  service  clubs  that  were  established  in  almost 
every  location  where  there  were  soldiers! 

Day  5  -  Monday,  July  1st 

Today  the  discussion  continued  on  Japanese  notes,  focusing  on  the  puppet  banks  and  notes  in 
Manchuko  as  well  as  notes  from  the  Provincial  Bank  of  the  Eastern  Province,  known  as  Sun  Yat  Seh. 
After  lunch  (always  a  treat  at  the  college  because  of  all  the  people  you  can  meet),  I  had  the  chance 
to  work  on  our  book.  For  3  hours  in  the  afternoon,  and  3  hours  in  the  evening  I  typed  away  at  my 
computer,  continuing  my  research  narrative  on  the  American  Red  Cross  service  clubs  with  their  dif¬ 
ferent  operations  and  continuing  on  to  the  clubmobiles,  buses  or  vehicles  that  went  to  the  soldiers  in 
their  units  with  coffee  and  doughnuts. 

Day  6  -  Tuesday,  July  2nd 

Discussion  today  focused  on  different  types  of  printing  and  how  to  recognize  them.  We  discussed 
many  different  methods  of  printing,  ranging  from  intaglio  (used  by  the  BEP)  and  photogravure,  a  type 
of  intaglio  printing.  We  moved  on  to  letterpress,  lithography  and  offset  lithography,  and  finally  to 
inkjet  and  laser  printing  that  we  use  today  for  regular  printing.  We  discussed  the  varieties  of  printing 
using  each  process.  We  also  saw  a  clip  of  a  movie  called  Seven  Pounds  with  Will  Smith  that  showed 
a  printing  security  features  of  the  newest  $10  Hong  Kong  note.  Then  we  had  an  opportunity  to  use 
the  microscopes  to  focus  up  close  on  a  variety  of  notes  that  Joe  had  brought  to  class  for  each  of  us. 
We  focused  on  a  number  of  characteristics  related  to  the  type  of  printing,  sometimes  more  than  one 
per  note,  depending  on  what  kind  of  note  it  was.

Foreign  notes  were  significantly  different  than  United  States  ones,  and  the  Military  Fest  Certificates 
that  our  class  receives  for  pay  and  for  travel  were  of  course  printed  on  a  copier  and  were  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  than  those  actually  using  a  printing  process.  After  lunch  I  focused  on  the  American  Red  Cross 
War  Fund,  examining  the  different  methods  they  used  to  raise  funds  for  all  the  different  projects  con¬ 
sidered  essential  both  overseas  and  at  home,  continuing  through  the  evening  as  well. 

Day  7  -  Wednesday,  July  3rd 

Today  we  looked  at  propaganda  notes  from  around  the  world  during  the  World  War  II  era,  and  had  a 
chance  to  get  questions  answered  and  opinions  sought  on  these  kinds  of  notes.  I  also  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  join  Joe’s  talk  on  Official  Counterfeiting  given  to  the  Light  from  Many  Lamps  class.  After 
lunch  today,  since  I  had  a  presentation  to  create  for  both  classes  on  Thursday,  I  worked  on  a  power- 
point  project  on  the  computer  showing  the  different  areas  of  research  that  had  been  completed  to  this 
point,  as  well  as  beginning  work  on  the  Red  Cross  War  Fund,  the  process  that  the  Red  Cross  had 
used  for  years  to  raise  funds  for  all  their  different  kinds  of  work.  Since  I  had  some  interesting  litera¬ 
ture  on  this  topic,  including  a  salesmen’s  book  for  selling  war  funds,  I  took  time  to  use  a  new  wand 
scanner  to  make  copies  for  the  presentation. 


Of  course,  on  Wednesday  night,  there  is  the  fantastic  YN  Auction.  This  is  truly  an  event  for  all,  even 
if  you  don’t  bid  on  anything!  All  monies  collected  go  to  send  Young  Numismatists  to  Colorado  for  the 
following  year,  and  as  2nd  week  students  and  instructors,  the  goal  is  always  to  beat  the  amount 
raised  by  the  first  week  students,  which  was  over  $30,000  dollars!  We  came  close,  thanks  to  some 
spirited  bidding  on  a  number  of  great  items,  but  didn’t  quite  make  it.  However,  one  of  the  highlights 
of  the  auction  had  nothing  to  do  with  bidding.  President  Tom  Hallenbeck  had  the  honor  of  bestow¬ 
ing  a  Presidential  Award  on  Sonny  Henry,  the  auctioneer!

We  discussed  training  notes,  Philippine  Victory  notes  with  very  low 
serial  numbers,  and  a  Canadian  Anabaptist  10-cent  stamp,  which  read  “War  Sufferers  Relief  Civilian 
Public  Service”  which  of  course  brought  about  the  discussion  of  the  Mennonites  and  Amish  view  of

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THE  HOBOKEN  NICKELS  OF  THE  GREAT  WAR

As  we  have  now  reached  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  first  issuance  of  the  Buffalo  nickel,  an  iconic 
American  design,  this  is  an  ideal  time  to  examine  the  folk  art  tradition  of  carving  designs  into  the  coins 
which  began  shortly  after  their  initial  release.  1913  also  saw  the  official  end  to  the  U.S. /Philippine 
War  though  periodic  hostilities  continued  right  up  through  the  late  1930’s  as  mentioned  in  accounts 
of  Medal  of  Honor  recipient  and  New  Jersey  resident  John  Basilone’s  life.  Back  in  the  late  1990’s  as 
we  were  approaching  the  new  millennium  I  took  notice  of  the  occasional  newspaper  articles 
announcing  the  death  of  aged  WWI  American  veterans.  In  the  early  2000’s  Alfred  Pugh,  the  last  sur¬ 
viving  WWI  combat-wounded  American  soldier,  passed  away  at  the  advanced  age  of  108. 

Five  years  ago  back  in  February  2008,  Henry  Landis,  an  Army  recruit  for  two  months  at  the  war’s  end 
and  who  hadn’t  served  overseas,  also  died  at  108,  haveing  been  one  of  the  last  two  WWI  veterans. 
Thus,  Frank  Buvkles,  107  at  the  time  became  the  final  U.S.  WWI  still  living  and  he  would  eventually 
reach  the  impressive  age  of  109.  Buckles  has  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  in  April  1917  and  served  as 
an  ambulance  driver  in  France.  Amazingly,  he  also  survived  three  years  as  a  Japanese  prisoner  of 
war  after  being  captured  in  1941  while  employed  as  a  civilian  with  a  Phiippine  shipping  compnay. 

More  than  three  million  of  the  WWI  veterans  who  served  overseas  passed  through  my  town  of  birth, 
Hoboken,  NJ,  which  was  the  prime  port  of  embarkation  for  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces. 
Almost  300,000  troops  also  departed  from  Newport  News,  VA.,  while  other  port  citites  such  as 
Boston,  Baltimore,  and  Philadelphia  primarily  shipped  military  equipment  and  supplies. 

At  the  turn  of  the  20th  Century,  Hoboken  was  known  by  the  nickname  of  “Little  Bremen”  because  of 
its  large  German  immigrant  population.  The  German-American  piers  of  the  Hamburg-American  line 
and  North  German  Lloyd  shipping  were  taken  over  by  the  Federal  Government  to  free  up  the 
Hoboken  waterfront  for  troop  movements.  All  the  German  shipsdocked  in  Hoboken  and  other 
American  ports  were  taken  over  by  the  U.S.  government.  They  converted  these  ships  for  our  use  if 
they  hadn’t  been  too  severely  damaged  at  the  last  minute  by  the  German  crews  on  board.  A  total  of 
91  merchant  ships  were  seized  throughout  the  country.  The  Germans  in  Hoboken  were  taken  into 
custody  and  sent  to  interment  camps  until  the  end  of  the  war,  as  were  the  crews  of  the  91  seized 
ships. 

The  mile  square  city  of  Hoboken  is  across  the  Hudson  River  from  Manhattan  just  north  of  Jersey  City 
on  whose  riverfront  the  Black  Tom  Explosion  of  July  30,  1916  occured.  Germany  was  blamed  for 
attack  and  fine  $50  million  in  1939  which  was  finally  paid  in  1979.  Movie  fans  can  recall  a  mental 
image  of  Hoboken  from  the  acclaimed  1954  movie  filmed  there,  “On  the  Waterfront”.  It  is  recognized 
as  the  birthplace  of  baseball  and  Frank  Sinatra.  At  the  outbreak  of  America’s  involvment  in  WWI 
Hoboken  has  237  bars  along  with  a  number  of  back  house  social  clubs  serving  liquor.  President 
Wodrow  Wilson  bade  farewell  several  times  to  departing  troops  from  the  balcony  of  the  Clam  Broth 
House,  a  popular  bar,  as  they  boarded  transport  ships  at  the  pier  right  across  the  street. 

The  doughboys  of  WWI  drilled  at  camps  around  the  country  such  as  Cam  Merrii,  NJ  in  parts  of  what 
became  Tenafly,  Cresskill,  Bergenfield,  and  Dumont.  Oftentime,  to  pass  the  down  time  in  military 
camps,  some  of  of  the  soldiers  picked  up  the  new  hobby  of  carving  designs  into  the  indian  head  or 
buffalo  nickels  which  proved  to  be  an  amusing  diversion.  Nickel  carving  was  just  a  small  segment  of 
what  can  be  classified  as  trench  art.  While  appreciated  today  by  a  wide  number  of  coecors  as  nov¬ 
elties  and  folk  art,  the  nickels  were  considered  debased  at  the  time  and  thus  worthless  as  money. 
When  the  troops  left  the  military  training  camps  they  were  transported  by  train  to  Hoboken  to  ship 
out  It  was  the  last  bit  of  liberty  these  servicemen  would  enjoy  in  the  U.S.  and  a  good  many  stopped 
at  one  or  more  of  those  237  bars.  For  laughs,  the  soldiers  passed  carved  nickels  which  often  fea¬ 
ture  a  rendition  of  the  Kaiser  or  some  other  alteration  onto  Hoboken  bartenders.

Even  into  the  1950’s  an  early  1960’s,  some  of  the  bar  owners  kept  a  mug  full  of  the  carved  nickels 
behind  the  bar  as  a  lesson  to  watch  the  money  they  were  handling.  Back  in  the  late  teens  when  the 
soldiers  were  crowding  into  the  Hoboken  bars,  the  owners  were  expected  to  keep  the  carved  coins 
and  accept  the  loss;  yet  a  fair  number  of  them  managed  to  get  turned  back  to  customers,  usually  out 
of  state  New  Yorkers  who  had  taken  the  ferry  over  and  came  commonplace  for  the  “unsporting”  bar 
owners  or  bartenders  afraid  of  being  blamed  for  taking  the  coins  to  pass  them  on  to  the  tipsy  New 
Yorkers  This  happened  to  enough  drinkers  that  New  York  newspapers  warned  their  readers  to  be 
wary  of  getting  stuck  with  a  handful  of  the  now  infamous  Hoboken  nickels.  Disappinted  bar  owners 
might  wind  up  with  40  or  50  carved  nickels  in  a  week  and  at  the  time  there  weren’t  any  aficionados 
of  these  follk  art  carvings  to  redeem  the  nickels  lost.  The  joking  soldiers  enjoyed  their  final  days  in 
the  U.S.  enough  that  eventually  the  Federal  Government  attempted  to  close  all  the  bars  in  the  water¬ 
front  city  and  bring  prohibition  to  Hoboken. 

As  the  First  World  War  progressed,  the  Meus-Argonne  Offensive  began  on  Sept.  26,  1918.  This 
attack  on  the  German  lines  lasted  47  days  -  America’s  longest  battle  up  to  that  point  in  history.  During 
the  assault,  Gerneral  Pershing  promised  the  troops,  “that  by  Christmas  you’ll  be  in  heaven,  hell,  or 
Hoboken”.  Many  of  those  troops  did  not  live  to  return  to  Hoboken,  such  as  Matthew  Juan,  an  under 
draft  age  rodeo  performer  who  enlisted.  Being  a  Native  American,  he  would  have  been  exempt  from 
serving  at  the  time  as  Indians  were  not  considered  American  citizens.  Although  he  survived  the  sink¬ 
ing  of  his  ship  by  a  German  sub,  he  still  wound  up  as  the  first  Native  American,  as  well  as  the  first 
soldier  from  Arizona,  to  be  killed  in  the  great  war. 

Of  the  more  than  two  million  soldiers  who  did  return  to  Hoboken  a  good  many  did  manage  to  start 
their  celebrations  back  in  those  same  bars  with  some  newly  carved  nickels  for  old  times  sake.  Other 
WWI  veterans  had  their  Hoboken  nickels  gold  plated  while  in  France  for  good  luck  and  held  onto 
them  for  years  as  pocket  pieces. 

It  was  a  somber  day  in  Hoboken  on  May  23,  1921,  when  President  Warren  G.  Hardig  addressed  the 
crowds  to  witness  the  return  of  5,212  bodies  of  American  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  and  nurses  for 
burial.  In  an  age  before  most  people  had  radio  the  president’s  speech  was  recorded  and  Victor 
Record  sales  throughout  the  country  let  Americans  hear  the  respectful  words  he  spoke  at  this  most 
solemn  occasion.  All  proceeds  of  the  record  sales  were  donated  to  the  American  Red  Cross.  Most 
in  the  Hoboken  crowd  wore  a  poppy  sent  from  France  on  the  ship  as  a  symbol  of  the  deceased 
heroes. 


While  today’s  collectors  like  to  refer  to  carved  nickels  as  Hobo  nickls  and  associate  them  with  the 
Depression  of  the  1930’s,  there  was  an  earlier  group  of  men  we  should  remember  and  honor  who 
had  a  few  laughs  with  their  Hoboken  nickels  before  going  off  to  fight  in  the  Great  War.

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From  the  Ashes  of  Disaster  Come  the  Roses  of 
Success:  Canada’s  First  Failure  with  a  Smaller 
Dollar  Coin;  The  Nickel  Dollar  of  1968-1987

Every  glowing  path  that  goes  astray,

Not  uncommonly,  when  United  States  collectors  and  policy  makers  discuss  the  failure  of  the  United 
States  in  getting  a  small  dollar  to  circulate,  our  good  neighbor  to  the  north,  Canada,  is  often  pointed 
to  for  its  successful  use  of  the  "Loonie."  The  Loonie,  a  26.72  mm  golden  colored  alloy  coin,  featur¬ 
ing  a  Loon  serenely  floating  on  the  water,  has  been  a  popular,  successful  and  integral  part  of 
Canadian  commerce  since  its  launch  in  1987.  However,  it  is  easy  to  forget  that  Canada  had  its  own 
failure  with  a  small  dollar  coin.  This  article  examines  Canada's  first  small  dollar  coin,  the  often  over¬ 
looked,  abysmal  failure  as  a  circulating  coin;  the  nickel  dollar  of  1968-1987. 


Canada,  like  the  United  States,  has  nearly  identical  denominations  produced  for  circulation.  Like  the 
United  States,  our  northern  neighbor  once  had  a  large  silver  dollar  coin  which  it  produced  for  circu¬ 
lation  from  1935  -  1967.  This  attractive  large  silver  coin,  36  mm  and  composed  of  .800  silver,  has 
been  very  popular  with  collectors,  is  avidly  collected,  and  the  RCM  has  kept  the  36  mm  dollar  alive 
with  special  non-circulating  silver  commemorative  issues  since  1971.  But  as  a  circulating  issue,  the 
large  silver  coin,  like  its  slightly  larger  38.1  mm  U.S.  cousin,  rarely  circulated.

In  1968,  in  the  face  of  rising  silver  costs,  Canada  eliminated  silver  in  all  its  circu¬ 
lating  coinage,  replacing  silver  with  a  composition  consisting  of  pure  nickel. 
Concurrent  with  the  transition  from  silver  to  nickel,  Canada  reduced  the  size 
of  its  Dollar  coin  from  36  mm  to  32.13  mm.  The  nickel  dollar  weighs  15.62 
grams  and  has  a  reeded  edge,  and  is  struck  in  “medal  alignment.”  The 
design  for  the  new  smaller  dollar  was  identical  to  its  larger  predecessor,  fea¬ 
turing  the  familiar  obverse  design  of  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  designed 
by  Arnold  Machin  and  engraved  by  Myron  Cook,  used  on  Canadian  circulat¬ 
ing  coinage  from  1 965-1 990.  “ELIZABETH  II”  surrounds  the  back  of  the  portrait, 
while  the  right  field  periphery  has  the  inscription  “D.G.  REGINA,”  abbreviated  for 


Dei  Gratia  Regina,  a  Latin  inscription  which  translates  into  “By  the  grace  of  God,  Queen." 


The  reverse  was  the  familiar  “Voyageur  design”  a  masterpiece  of  modern  art 
designed  by  Emanuel  Hahn  that  first  appeared  on  the  Canadian  Dollar  in 
1935.  It  consists  of  a  Native  American  and  a  voyageur  (a  traveling  agent  for 
a  fur  company)  paddling  a  canoe  by  an  islet  on  which  there  are  two  wind¬ 
swept  trees.  In  the  canoe  are  bundles  of  goods,  the  bundle  at  the  right  has 
HB  (representing  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company).  The  vertical  lines  in  the  back¬ 
ground  represent  the  northern  lights.

With  the  exception  of  the  six  commemoratives,  the  voyageur  design,  along  with 
the  Arnold  Machin  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  was  used  throughout  the 
entire  series.  In  1970,  Canada  issued  the  first  nickel  commemorative  dollar. 
The  1970  Manitoba  Centennial  Commemorative  was  designed  by  Raymond 
Taylor  and  engraved  by  Walter  Ott.  It  commemorates  the  centennial  of  the 
entry  of  the  province  of  Manitoba  into  the  Confederation.  The  reverse  fea¬ 
tures  a  prairie  crocus,  along  with  the  legend  “MANITOBA  1870-1970.”  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  4,140,058  produced  for  circulation,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  struck 
and  sold  349,120  of  Canada’s  first  nickel  dollar  commemorative  in  a  special  “spec¬ 
imen”  finish.  The  specimen  finish  is  distinguished  from  circulation  strikes  by  a  glossy  mirrored  finish. 
Specimen  coins  are  somewhat  similar  to  proofs,  but  are  not  of  the  same  high  quality.  Canadian  spec¬ 
imen  coins  are  struck  using  selected  dies  and  planchets,  on  slower  moving  dies  resulting  in  a 
brighter,  almost  mirror  surface. 

This  relatively  popular  commemorative  was  followed  in  1971  with  the  issuance 
of  the  British  Columbia  Centennial  Dollar,  which  was  designed  and  engraved 
by  Thomas  Shingles.  This  commemorative  was  issued  to  mark  the  centenni¬ 
al  of  the  province  of  British  Columbia’s  entrance  into  the  Confederation.  The 
design  features  the  arms  of  the  province,  with  a  shield  at  the  bottom  and  dog¬ 
wood  blossoms  at  the  top.  The  RCM  struck  2,193,000  for  circulation,  with 
181,091  specimen  examples  being  struck  and  sold  for  the  collector  market. 

There  were  no  commemorative  nickel  dollars  struck  in  1972,  but  the  RCM  continued  the  practice  of 
selling  specimen  dollars,  producing  143,392  specimen  nickel  dollars  with  the  familiar  “voyageur” 
reverse.  The  same  year,  the  RCM  stuck  2,193,000  for  circulation. 


In  1973,  Canada  marked  the  Centennial  of  the  entrance  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  in  the  Confederation  with  the  issuance  of  its  third  commemorative 
nickel  dollar.  This  coin  was  designed  by  Terry  Manning  and  engraved  by 
Walter  Ott.  The  coin  depicts  the  provincial  legislative  building.  The  province 
is  listed  in  both  English  and  French  on  the  coin,  and  is  the  only  nickel  dollar  to 
have  both  languages,  along  with  the  dates  1873-1973.  466,881  specimen  exam¬ 
ples  were  produced  for  the  collector  market,  and  3,196,452  examples  were  produced  for  circulation. 

In  1974,  the  RCM  produced  the  last  commemorative  nickel  dollar  for  the  1970s  with  the  issuance  of 
the  Winnipeg  Centennial  Dollar.  This  coin,  the  only  circulating  nickel  dollar  struck  to  commemorate  a 
Canadian  city,  marked  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the  City 
of  Winnipeg  in  a  not  so  subtle  manner.  The  design  consists  of  a  large  100;  in  the 
first  O  is  a  view  of  Main  Street  in  1 874  and  in  the  second  O  is  a  view  of  the  same 
location  100  years  later.  This  design  was  also  used  on  a  special  non-circulat¬ 
ing  36mm  silver  commemorative  dollar  sold  to  the  numismatic  community  as 
well.  The  RCM  struck  2,799,363  examples  of  the  1974  nickel  dollar  for  circu¬ 
lation,  with  an  additional  363,786  examples  struck  in  specimen  quality.  The 
coin  was  designed  by  Paul  Pederson  and  engraved  by  Patrick  Brindley.

In  1975  and  1976,  the  RCM  struck  and  sold  individual  cased  examples  of  the  nickel  dollar  employ¬ 
ing  the  “voyageur”  reverse.  In  1975  88,102  examples  were  produced  and  sold,  and  in  1976,  74,209 
examples.  In  addition,  the  nickel  dollar  continued  to  be  produced  for  circulation,  with  relatively  mod¬ 
est  (by  United  States  standards)  mintage  figures  in  the  1.5  to  2  million  range. 

The  1977  issue  saw  a  major  alteration  on  the  reverse.  A  new  model  was  prepared  by  Terry  Smith  uti¬ 
lizing  the  familiar  Emanuel  Hahn  design.  The  size  of  the  device  was  reduced  and  the  legend  was  in 
small  lettering,  much  farther  from  the  rim.  The  rim  denticles  were  replaced  with  beads,  and  the  north¬ 
ern  lights  were  rendered  as  raised  lines. 

In  1978,  and  in  subsequent  years  through  1987,  the  Mint  returned  to  the  “voyageur”  designs  closer 
to  the  pre-1977  designs.  The  obverse  used  the  unmodified  Machin  portrait,  with  the  beads  placed 
farther  from  the  rim  than  on  the  1968-1972  issues.  The  reverse  had  a  design  similar  to  that  of  the 
1975-1976  issues,  with  rim  denticles  instead  of  beads.  The  northern  lines  were  rendered  as  they 
were  on  the  1977  issue. 


The  1980s  saw  the  first  proof  coinage  of  Canadian  circulating  coins  in  1981.  For  the  1981  -  1987 
issues,  the  proof  nickel  dollar  coins  were  issued  as  part  of  a  seven  coin  proof  set.  In  1982  and  again 
in  1984  the  Mint  issued  both  the  regular  voyageur  design  along  with  circulating  commemorative  nick¬ 
el  dollars. 


The  first  of  the  nickel  commemorative  dollars  of  the  1980s  was  issued  in  1982. 
The  1982  Constitution  Dollar,  was  issued  on  June  10,  1982.  This  coin  was 
struck  to  commemorate  the  new  Canadian  Constitution.  The  reverse  features 
a  faithful  reproduction  of  the  celebrated  painting  of  the  “Fathers  of  the 
Confederation”  painted  by  Robert  Harris  (  September  18,  1849  -  February 
27,  1919).  In  addition  to  the  depiction  of  the  painting,  the  design  contains  the 
inscription  “1867  CONFEDERATION”  above  the  depiction  of  the  painting  and 
“CONSTITUTION  1 982”  beneath  it.  The  coin  was  designed  by  Ago  Aarand,  with 
some  engraving  done  by  the  RCM  staff.  The  Constitution  coin  has  the  distinction  of 
having  the  highest  mintage  of  the  entire  series  of  nickel  dollars  with  a  whopping  11,812,000  struck. 
Like  the  previous  nickel  commemoratives,  the  RMC  struck  and  sold  individually  encased  specimen 
strikes  of  the  Constitution  Dollar. 


In  1984,  Canada  issued  its  last  circulating  nickel  commemorative  with  the 
release  of  the  1984  Jacques  Cartier  450th  Anniversary  dollar  coin.  This 
attractive  coin  was  designed  by  Hector  Greville  and  sculpted  by  Victor  Cote. 

It  marks  the  450th  anniversary  of  Jacques  Cartier’s  landing  at  Gaspe, 

Quebec.  The  design  consists  of  Jacques  Cartier  (1491-1557),  along  with  a 
cross  with  a  shield.  Ships  are  in  the  background,  and  Cartier  is  flanked  by  two 
soldiers.  A  ribbon,  with  the  inscription  “1534  JACQUES  CARTIER  1984”  is  at  the 
bottom  periphery  of  the  coin.  The  1984  Cartier  Dollar  was  the  only  one  of  the  nickel  dollar  commem¬ 
oratives  to  be  produced  in  proof,  and  like  the  previous  commemorative  nickel  dollars  was  offered  indi¬ 
vidually  and  specially  encased.  Of  the  nickel  dollars  produced  in  proof,  the  1984  Cartier  has  the  low¬ 
est  mintage,  with  87,776  produced  and  sold.

The  obverse  for  both  the  1982  Constitution  and  1984  Jacques  Cartier  Dollars  differ  from  the  common 
Arnold  Machin  design  used  on  the  rest  of  the  series.  Other  than  the  date,  the  1 982  and  1 984  obvers¬ 
es  are  the  same,  with  a  reduced  sized  effigy  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II.  Instead  of  appearing  on  the  left 
periphery,  the  name  “ELIZABETH  II”  appears  below  the  effigy.  The  word  “CANADA”  and  the  word 
“DOLLAR”  (which  appears  on  the  reverse  on  all  the  other  coins  in  the  series)  gracefully  arches  above 
the  top  of  the  coin,  separated  by  the  year  of  issuance.  Both  the  1982  and  1984  commemorative  dol¬ 
lars  were  offered  in  specimen  and  proof  (82  and  84  respectively)  to  collectors  in  a  special  velvet  box 
by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint. 

Unlike  the  larger  silver  dollar  issue,  and  the  loonie  that  succeeded  the  nickel  dollar,  Canada  has  not 
issued  any  non-circulating  commemoratives  of  this  size  and  denomination.  Although  the  1987  last 
year  of  issue  was  only  available  in  collector  sets  that  year. 

The  last  nickel  dollar  issued  for  circulation  was  issued  in  1986,  although,  like  its  larger  silver  prede¬ 
cessor,  never  really  circulated.  In  1987,  the  Canadian  government  took  aggressive  action  on  a 
request  from  the  Bank  of  Canada  to  mint  a  high  denomination  coin  that  would  circulate,  at  the  same 
time  replacing  the  paper  dollar  note.  Thus,  the  Canadian  Mint  scraped  the  32.13  mm  nickel  dollar, 
replacing  it  with  an  even  smaller  and  lighter  coin,  26.72  mm  and  weighing  7.00  grams.  This  new  dol¬ 
lar,  one  that  Canada  currently  uses,  is  eleven-sided,  smooth  edged  and  of  a  different  composition 
and  golden  color  allowing  the  coin  to  be  easily  distinguishable  from  other  circulating  denominations. 
The  Arnold  Machin  portrait  was  retained  for  the  first  couple  years  1987-1989,  and  a  new  reverse, 
depicting  a  loon  was  employed.  The  new  coin  quickly  became  affectionately  known  as  a  "Loonie." 
The  1987  first  year  mintage  of  the  Loonie  saw  205,405,000  produced  -  more  than  the  entire  19  year 
run  of  the  nickel  dollar.  The  nickel  dollar  was  quickly  forgotten  -  if  it  was  known  by  Canadians  at  all. 

The  last  issue  of  the  nickel  dollar  was  minted  and  dated  in  1987,  but  were  only  available  in  the  uncir¬ 
culated  and  proof  sets  issued  that  year.  Thus  the  mintage  for  the  1987  nickel  dollar  consists  of 
212,136  circulation  strikes  and  175,686  proofs,  resulting  in  the  1987  nickel  dollar  being  the  “key”  coin 
to  the  series. 

The  19  year  run  of  the  nickel  dollar  series  thus  ended.  Although  a  disaster  as  a  circulating  coin,  this 
is  an  interesting  and  collectable  series,  consisting  of  six  commemorative  coins,  along  with  the  regu¬ 
lar  issue  voyageur  design.  In  addition  to  the  coins  issued  for  circulation,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  pro¬ 
duced  specimen  coins,  from  1968-1987,  along  with  proof  coins  from  1981-1987.  A  complete  set  of 
each  year  and  commemorative  consists  of  a  22  coin  set.  A  collector  of  modest  means  can  assemble 
an  entire  set  of  the  nickel  dollar  with  some  searching  for  less  than  a  hundred  dollars  -  and  that 
includes  specimen  and  proof  coins. 

From  the  ashes  of  nickel  dollar  disaster,  came  the  roses  of  success  with  the  so-called  Loonie  Dollar. 
Unlike  its  nickel  dollar  predecessor,  the  Loonie  dollar  successfully  circulates,  perhaps  because 
Canada  wisely  stopped  making  the  One  Dollar  paper  note  when  the  coin  was  first  introduced.  The 
Loonie's  success  speaks  for  itself.  And  for  collectors  wishing  to  complete  an  affordable  yet  attractive 
set,  a  complete  set  of  the  nickel  dollars  issued  from  1968  to  1987  -  Canada's  disastrous  first  experience 
with  a  small  dollar  coin  -  can  be  a  fun,  somewhat  challenging  and  affordable  collecting  experience

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Alchemy  &  Liquidity  in  Numismatics

Before  chemistry  was  consid¬ 
ered  a  modern  science  people 
who  practiced  in  the  art  of  trans¬ 
mutation  of  elements  were 
called  alchemists.  One  of  the 
most  lofty  goals  in  the  field  of 
alchemy  was  to  transmute  (or 
change)  lead  into  gold.  You 
may  recall  the  old  fable  of 
Rumplestilskin,  who  could  spin 
flax  into  gold. 

If  it  were  that  easy  to  spin  flax  or 
transmute  lead  into  gold,  some¬ 
one  with  that  knowledge  would 
be  practicing  it  today.  And,  yet 
in  a  manner,  numismatic  deal¬ 
ers  and  collectors  are  turning 
coins,  currency,  jewelry  and 
other  collectables  into  gold 
every  day.  How?  They  buy, 
they  sell,  and  use  the  excess 
proceeds,  the  spread  of  their 
investments,  to  purchase  bul¬ 
lion.  In  that  sense,  you  can  lit¬ 
erally  turn  almost  everything  of 
economic  value  into  gold. 

One  consideration  for  those 
who  are  concerned  with  the 
investment  value  of  their  collec¬ 
tions  is  their  Return-  On- 
Investment  (ROI).  This  is  not  a 
consideration  for  those  who 
own  numismatic  items  for  the 
“joy  of  collecting”.  There  are 
also  many  positive  benefits 
aside  from  ROI  for  building  a 
fine  collection. 

In  general: 

Gain-Cost  of  Investment 
ROI=  Cost  of  Investment 

For  example,  if  you  bought  a 
coin  for  $500  and  sold  it  5  years 
later  for  $1000,  then: 

($1000-$500) 

ROI=  $500 

Thus  your  ROI  for  this  coin  is  1 . 
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Your  percentage  gain  would  be 
100  x  1  or  100%  over  5  years. 
Or,  20%  per  year  if  we  divide  by 
5  years. 


ROI  considerations  become  a 
bit  more  complicated  when  we 
consider  how  much  time  we 
hold  an  asset,  how  much  infla¬ 
tion  has  occurred  during  the 
time  of  holding,  the  ease  of  liq¬ 
uidity  of  an  investment,  the  cost 
of  buying,  selling,  certification 
(if  applicable),  and  postage. 
Another  consideration  might  be 
the  cost  of  tax  consequences  of 
the  gain  from  that  investment. 

To  put  all  this  into  perspective, 
it’s  a  good  idea  to  compare  your 
anticipated  ROI  against  com¬ 
peting  investments  such  as 
stocks,  bonds,  real  estate,  and 
precious  metals.  You  might 
ask,  what  kinds  of  returns  can  I 
get,  and  at  what  risk  and  effort 
with  another  investment? 

In  the  above  example,  if  you 
can  buy  that  same  coin  for  $500 
and  sell  it  for  $1000  only  1  year 
later,  your  ROI  would  be  100%, 
which  is  a  far  more  attractive 
return  than  20%  per  year.  If  you 
held  the  coin  for  20  years,  your 
ROI  would  be  5%  per  year. 
However,  if  inflation  was  also 
5%  per  year,  you  might  have 
been  better  off  investing  your 
money  in  a  simple  savings 
account,  in  the  stock  market,  or 
in  gold  or  other  precious  metals. 
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Liquidity  of  numismatic  items  is 
also  an  important  consideration. 
You  might  have  a  coin  or  collec¬ 
tion  that  you  just  can’t  sell  at  a 
price  you  think  is  fair.  The  Jack 
Lee  specimen  of  an  1889-CC 
Morgan  dollar,  a  PCGS  MS68, 
and  Finest  Known  in  a  very  pop¬ 
ular  series  didn’t  sell  in  a  major 
2005  auction. 

It  may  take  much  longer  than 
you  think  to  liquidate  your  col¬ 
lection,  especially  if  it’s  large 
and  diverse. 

In  case  you  were  wondering, 
several  modern  day  chemists 
have  turned  lead  and  other  ele¬ 
ments  into  gold.  My  guess  is 
that  no  one  else  in  your  family 
can  turn  your  collection  into  as 
much  gold  as  you

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The  Fascinating  Story  of  the  Moonlight  Mint

Nestled  among  neatly-kept  buildings  in  an  Industrial  Park  on  the  west  side  of  Loveland,  Colorado  is 
a  unique  private  mint.  That  mint  is  named  the  MOONLIGHT  MINT. 

The  MOONLIGHT  MINT  is  privately  owned  and  operated  by  Daniel  Carr,  a  mechanical-engi¬ 
neer,  artist,  and  engraver.  He  began  planning  on  producing  coins,  medals,  and  tokens  in  1998. 

Carr  is  no  beginner  at  designing  coins.  He  successfully  won  the  design  for  two  statehood  quar¬ 
ters  by  the  U.S.  Mint  in  2001 :  the  New  York  and  the  Rhode  Island  quarters. 

I  first  met  Carr  at  the  FUN  Show  in  Orlando  in  January,  2011,  where  he  had  a  small  table  sell¬ 
ing  his  coins  and  medals.  I  enjoyed  talking  with  him  and  became  interested  in  his  mint. 

Last  month,  after  attending  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  in  Colorado  Springs,  I  rented  a  car  and 
drove  to  Loveland.  I  met  with  Carr  and  spent  most  of  the  day  with  him.  He  graciously  gave  me  a 
tour  of  his  Mint  and  answered  all  my  questions.  It  was  fascinating  to  see. 

His  main  piece  of  equipment  is  a  surplus  Graebener  coin  press  that  he  bought  from  a  used 
equipment  dealer  in  2007.  He  mostly  worked  on  it  himself  getting  all  the  wires  re-wired,  and  the 
mechanical  parts  in  good  working  order.  His  press  is  a  vertical  press  and  operates  with  200  tons  of 
pressure.  He  can  press  up  to  10,000  coins  an  hour,  if  needed. 

What  is  interesting  about  the  coin  press  is  that  it  was  once  owned  by  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Denver. 
The  U.S.  Mint  sold  it  as  surplus.  In  fact,  it  struck  several  of  the  modern  commemorative  coins  with 
a  “D”  mintmark.  During  restoration  Carr  found  a  number  of  items  confirming  it  was  used  at  the 
Denver  Mint. 

When  the  coin  press  was  operating  and  ready  for  use,  Carr  started  his  MOONLIGHT  MINT 
company  in  2008. 

Carr  makes  a  variety  of  coins  and  medals  of  his  own  design.  The  first  coin  I  bought  from  him 
was  what  he  refers  to  as  a  “fantasy”  coin.  These  are  coins  that  are  struck  over  genuine  coins,  but 
with  a  date  that  was  never  minted  by  the  U.S.  Mint. 

The  first  coin  I  purchased  was  a  1964  Peace  Dollar,  which 
public.  He  takes  an  authentic  Peace  dollar,  flattens  it 
through  a  special  process,  and  then  re-stamps  the  coin 
with  the  1964  date.  He  is  able  to  make  his  own  dies  by 
copying  the  original  designs  but  adding  his  own  date. 

When  the  coin  is  struck  it  is  almost  impossible  to  distin¬ 
guish  it  from  the  original  except  for  the  date. 

Carr  has  made  other  “fantasy”  coins  such  as  a  1963 
Kennedy  Half  Dollar;  an  1816  Capped  Bust  Half  Dollar;  a 
1931-S  Standing  Liberty  Quarter;  and  a  1909-0  Morgan  Dollar.  All  of  these  are  overstruck  on  gen¬ 
uine  BU  coins.  His  “fantasy”  coins  can  be  slabbed  and  graded  by  ANACS. 

The  U.S.  Government  has  not  bothered  him  because  he  has  a  disclaimer  on  all  his  coins  that 
they  are  not  intended  for  circulation.

In  addition  to  his  love  of  making  coins,  tokens,  and  medals,  Carr  is  an  avid  classic  car  collector.
